How. J. R. Tuompson, President of the Counci: - 

Sir :—At the solicitation of a number of the members of the 
‘Council I herewith transmit the manuscript of an index made 
under the provisions of a law approved February 4, 1886, 
‘pages 171 and 172. 

It is an index of the code of 188r, and the session laws of 
;1883, also 1885-6, as well as all laws of a general and local 
‘nature left in operation after the compilation of the code of 
1881. 

; Under the proviso of section six of the act payment for the 
‘printing of said index by the territory was expressly prohibited. 

There’ being no authority to print at the expense of the 
of the United States, there- was nothing left but to file it in 
‘this office. 

This index was made by the late Edward Downard, an ex- 
pert. I have made an estimate of the expense of printing one 
‘copy, type, etc., in same style’ as the code, also that of the 
: Territory of Idaho. 

The price, of course, will be reduced in the ratio of the 
: number you have printed. 

| To print index, same style and type as index in Washington

To the Honorable the President of the Council: 

Sır :—I respectfully call the attention of the Legislature to 
the fact that the officers of the territorial penitentiary as at 
present constituted, existed only by virtue of an executive. 
order, under color of law. 

Council Bill No. 126, which is returned herewith with my 
approval, and which appears to be the only legislation upon 
this subject up to date, provides for three commissioners, who 
shall have control of the penitentiary; and there are no other 
offices created, nor does it authorize the auditor to draw 
warrants in payment of the current expenses of the prison, or 
for any other purpose apparently, than for construction pur- 
poses. I approve this bill because it affords some authority 
for restraining the prisoners; though it is apparently lame, it 
it better than a mere executive order. 

I would respectfully suggest that it would not be well to 
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leave this important matter in a questionable shape, and that a 
law creating the necessary offices to manage the details of the 
prison and fixing their compensations, should to passed. 

The offices created by the executive order of April 9, 1886, 
under which the prisoners were removed to the new peni- 
tentiary and under whom that institution has been managed to 
date, are as follows: A superintendent (the commissioners 
take the place of this officer), a warden, an. assistant warden, - 
a physician, a chaplain, a steward, eight guards, and six other 
persons called the honorary board of inspectors.
